death 
of Ella 
Adclia 
Williams Moody, 
wifo of Wm. A. Moody, at Fagali , 
Samoa. 
About tho 20th of last 
October 
Wm. A. Moody, of Thatcher, 
left 
for Samoa to 
perform 
a 
mission 
thero, accompanied 
by 
his 
wifo. 
Mrs. Moody was well 
and 
stiong 
when she left home, but 
the 
sea 
voyage did not agree with her, and 
sinco her arrival at tho Islands has 
not been in robust health, and 
on 
tho 3d of May 
gave 
birth 
to 
a 
daughter. 
After she had been con- 
fined her friends and tho attonding 
physician wcro greatly encouraged 
ana nad no tears for 
hor ultimate 
recovery. 
But she remained some 
what foverish and about May 8th 
commencsd to get worse until about 
tho middle of tho month sho rallied 
and it 
was 
thought 
tho 
danger 
point had 
been 
passed. 
She 
im- 
proved steadily until tho 21st when 
she was well enough to sit up and 
talk to hor 
husband 
and 
friends 
who were constant watchers at her 
bedside, and asked 
to 
have 
hor 
mail 
read. 
Tho 
doctor 
was 
in 
daily attendance, and 
did 
every- 
thing in his power to break tho fe- 
ver which ho accomplished by the 
morning of tho 24th, and said if it 
did not return sho would recover. 
Aftor the fever had 
beon 
subdued 
tho 
doctor 
gave 
medicine 
to 
strengthen hor heart, 
after which 
ho was accompanied to his 
ofllco 
by Mr. Moody, 
about 
two 
miles 
distant. 
Will was greatly 
encour- 
aged by 
tho 
doctor's 
reassuring 
words, but when ho returned homo 
he saw his wifo was dying. 
A few hours before her death her 
mind seomed 
to 
wander, 
as 
sho 
asked several times if her parents 
had como yet, 
stating 
that 
thoy 
wero very slow in coming. 
Every- 
thing was dono that a loving 
hus-- 
Dana and laithful friends could do 
to save her, but to no purpose, and 
as 
to tho hour of 7 o'clock p. m. May 
21th, 1895, God 
called her spirit 
homo, and sho died in the arms of 
her husband. 
Mrs. May Bell, a white lady, who 
is a teacher among the natives, was 
untiring in her efforts at tho 
bed- 
side of Mrs. Moody until with con- 
stant watching at night and teach- 
ing in the day sho was 
completely 
worn out, but her warm heart told 
her that tho baby must 
bo 
cared 
for, and'on tho 19th of May, by tho 
consent of Mr. 
and 
Mrs. 
Moody 
took tho littlo ono homo and eared 
for it thero. 
Sinco tho death of its 
mother tho littlo orphan has been 
placed in the permanent 
caro 
of 
Mkj. Bell until Mr. Moody returns 
home. 
Tho U. S. Consul to Samoa 
who is a friend of tho Bell family 
has interested himself in tho littlo 
one's welfare and 
has 
expressed 
great sympathy for Mr. Moody in 
his torriblo loss. 
Tho natives did all 
they 
could 
in thoir simple way to render 
as- 
sistance during Mrs. Moody's sick- 
ness, and when 
sho 
was 
buried, 
completely covered tho caskot and 
gravo with wreaths of flowers. 
Mrs. Moody had been married a 
little less than a year at 
tho timo 
of her demise, and was well known 
as a bright intelligent girl, with a 
loving and sympathetic disposition 
throughout tho entire 
community. 
When the news of her death 
ar- 
rived hero, it was a terrible 
blow-t-o 
her parents and friends, but 
we 
must yield to Him who 
docs 
all 
things well.

THE FARM. 


TO 
CAN 
TOMATOES. 
Let them be entirely fresh. 
Put 
scalding water over thom to aid in 
removing 
tho 
skins. 
When tho 
cans with their covers and scaling 
strings are in readiness upon tho 
table, tho teakettle is full 
of boil- 
ing water and tho tomatoes aro all 
skinned, wo aro ready to begin tho 
canning. 
Put enough tomatoes in 
a porcelain preserving kettle to fill 
four cans, add no water, 
Let them 
como to tho boiling point, 
or let 
them all bo woll scalded through. 
Fill tho cans with hot water 
first, 
then with tho hot tomatoes, wipe 
off moisture from tops with a soft 
cloth and pi ess the covers on tight- 
ly; then placo sealing strings 
in 
gruvo around top of can made to 
recoivo it! tho heat of the fruit will 
melt tho wax and your fruit 
is 
ready for the storing room. 
Thero 
will bo juico left after tho tomatoes 
aro canned. 
Season this and boil 
it down for catchup. 


STRING BEAHS 
Noxt to tomatoes the vegetable 
easiest to can is the string bean. 
Remove tho tough strings 
at the 
sides and break tho bean 
into two 
or threo pieces. 
When ready throw 
them 
into 
boiling water 
for 
10 
minutes and can liko tomatoes. 


CANNED 
WATERMELON 
Cut rind 
of ripo melons 
into 
small pieces 3 inches long, first out- 
ing off all 
groen; 
boil till tender 
enough 
to 
picrco 
with 
a 
fork. 
Havo syrup mado of white 
sugar, 
by allowing 
1-- 2 
lb sugar to 
1 lb 
fruit. 
Skim out melon 
and placo 
in syrup with a few pieces of race 
ginger; put in 
can 
and 
seal hot 
after letting it cook a few moments. 


KEEP AHEAD OF THE WEEDS. 
There 
is only 
ono economical 
way 
to fight weeds, 
that is to 
keop ahead of them. 
When thoy 
arojust breaking throngh 
ground 
thoy can bo slaughtered 
with 
less 
labor than at any time. 
That 
is 
tho time to take them in hand. 
A 
little later and tho work 
will be 
doubled. 
Too man- - overlook this 
fact. 
In many towns five per cent 
off is allowed on all taxes paid 
be-for- o 
a certain date, and men hustle 
to pay their tax and save that fivo 
per cent. 
A much larger per cent 
off is secured by tho man who takes 
tho weeds in season. 
One can go 
over a garden with an iron rake 
when the weeds aro just breaking 
tho ground, and in an hour's 
time 
accomplish wonders. 
A week later 
he will havo to take 
his hoo and 
laboriously 
cut, 
cut, 
cut. 
And 
oven then ho doson't destroy 
half 
as many of the roots of weeds as 
ho would have done a week before 
with 
tho 
rake. 
Neglecting 
the 
weeds 
is 
something 
ono simply 
cannot afford. 


FOOD 
FOR HOGS. 
Sour food, irregular feeding and 
a surpulus of too much corn or 
anything elso is very apt to 
pro- 
duce indigestion 
in tho hog, and 
through it many other diseases, all 
which 
aro inimical to successful 
business. 
The hog should always 
bo fed 
only sweet food, 
and 
be 
given time to thoroughly 
masti- 
cate that which calls for it, and 
should havo at least two meals a 
day. 
Ho should never be over fed 
or stinted; should havo clean, fresh 
water at hand all tho timo. 
shfilfnr 
"both winter and 
summer, and

warm dry bed to rest 
in at will 
when warmth 
is necessary.

Wo always give our hogs the run
